Chalmers’ Stromberg, 
W4WLX-WR4AEL is seeking a 
special meeting of the Florida 
Repeater Council to appeal the 
council’s decision which 
recommended WR4AEL vacate 
146.22-146.82 and seek another 
channel pair. The FRC decision 
came as a result of arbitration 
after WR4AEL and_ the 
Gainesville ARC’s WR4ACE 
asked for a hearing because of 
mutual interference problems 
on 22-82. 

At press-time Stromberg was 
awaiting the required number 
of votes from members of the 
Board of Directors to call for 
the special meeting.

AMSAT-OSCAR News 


By W4DWN 

As of this date, the first of 
November, Amsat-Oscar 7 is 
sitting ready for launch at the 
Western Test Range launch site 
in California. Delay was caused 
by troubles in the launch 
vehicles power cables. By the 
time this was repaired the 
launch site was taken over by 
the Air Force for a launch of 
their own. November 13th was 
set as the next launch date. By 
the time this is read Oscar 7 
should be in orbit and open for 
business. 

Oscar 7 will be launched one 
half orbit behind Oscar 6 and 
will have an almost identical 
orbital period and inclination as 
Oscar 6. There is a possibility 
that in future months the two 
satellites will drift closer to one 
another and there might be a 
possibility of making contact 
from one satellite to another. A 
very intriguing possibility ! 

The repeater ON DAYS for 
Oscar 7 are: for the two to ten 
meter repeater — Sun., Tue., 
Fri. GMT and for the 70 cm to 
two meter repeater — Thurs. 
and Saturday GMT. Monday 
and Wednesday are recharge or 
rest days. Please note that the 
Oscar 6 schedule will remain 
the same as it was. 

With Amsat-Oscar 7 in orbit 
many stations who have been 
preparing for months are 
operating full swing. Many 
stations in the Caribbean area 
are operating thru Oscar 7. 
Possible contacts from Miami 
and Florida via the satellites 
are XE1XA, XE1TU, TI2WD, 
TI2CF; KZ5IT, HC2YL-OM, 
HK3CPW, HK3CMI, HK5MO,

GUEST EDITORIAL 
AMATEUR RADIO WORLD POPULATION 
By Andy Anderson, KONL 
The figures used in the following article were taken from the 
April 1974 issue of Amateur Radio (Australia). 
What country of the world would you say had the most amateur 


radio licensees? Most of you would immediately say the U.S. 
because it has been that way so long, but you would be wrong. The 
country having the most amateur radio licensees is Japan, not the 


The United States has approximately 265,000 amateurs, and there 
has been very little change in that number for a number of years. In 
the middle of the year 1971, licensees in Japan reached that 
number, and the number has been increasing ever since, now 
totaling approximately 350,000 amateurs. The rate is thus about 
8,000 per year. 

The difference seems to be the popularity of the 4th class license, 
as it is called there, which is a low power, all phone, all band 
license. The result is that in Japan, 86 percent of the licensees are 
novices, whereas in the U.S. only about 10 percent hold the Novice 
license. 

Not until May of 1973 were 2 meter repeaters permitted, and the 
use of SSTV. 

Perhaps it is significant that Japan has no reciprocal licensing 
agreement with any country, and it does not appear that it is in- 
terested or concerned at this time. 

While it has never been associated with our licensing system, 
perhaps this is one of the background reasons for the suggestion 
that the U.S. have a no ocde license.
